That portion of 
English public opinion cow adverse to 
Japan, Mr Cowen believea to have been 
created by the viewa of the Hon. G. N. 
Curzon, 

‘There ig undoubtedly,’ said Mr Cowen, 
*gawoug lendency among British states 
men to believe in the value uf Ching aaa 
botfer between Russian ond British inter. 
esta; and this feeling wo suwe oxtent mili: 
tates against an Anglo Japanese entente, 
The recent work of the Hun, GN. Our 
zon, the well-known member of Parliament, 
whose authority an an Asiatic traveller 
gives him a leadership of British opinion 
ou Eastern politics—strongly supports this 
view, Mr Curzou describes faithfully all 
the bad features of China, the nativoal 
dishonesty, corruption, avarice, bitter 
short-sighted hate of foreigners and their 
ways ond of everything in the dircetion of 
progress ; and bu dilates on the wonderful 
success attained by Japan in bringing her 
old ¢i ation up to date, in theruughly 
earning for herself a placa amongst the most 
enlightened countries of the world. Yel, 
after all thia, Mr Curzon still says in bis 
bouk that Jspan is sure to suffer 80 severe 
ly in the war, that it would be beat far 
Britain that Japan should not win, and that 
Japan wasin the wrong from the first. 

* Such views as these I shall venture to 
oppose—altheugh the chancea of anccess 
may not be iu my faruur, To tackle a 
statesman of really great reputation, nob 
in open field, but in his own preserves, 
ao ta speak, 18 rather a big undertaking, 
Nevertheless I shall try it; and T trast 
to be able to effect something.

AN [XDIAN GONTEMPGRARY ON HONGEKONG 
APPArns, 

A cry fur repres:atative Government 
eomes from the Far Fast; the Colunial 
Hampdgo, the Hon. T. H. Whitehead, 
having first raised it, lb is Hongkung this 
lime which wishes u voiee in the mannge- 
ment of ts own affairs, and to be treated 
us other British possessions are. Whereas 
lifty yeara ago the colany was founded on 
4 barren rock, the abode of a fow fishermea 
uid pirates, it is now a ci:y aud auttlement 
with upwards of 8 quarter of w millivo 
iahubitants, and a trade vatimated annually 
at about furty wi-hon sterling; yet ua 
form of government is practically the rame, 
and ibis claimed that the time has come 
fora change. The whole interesta of the 
csulonista aro, it is to be represented to the 
House of Cummons, inextricably ond pet- 
manontly bound up in the good adaniois- 
tration of the colony, in the efficiency of 
its execulire, amd the soundoess of its 
finance. They are allowed to take only a 
limited part in the government of the Co- 
luny, and are not permitted to have any 
really effective yeice in the management of 
ite affairs, external or internal, Bein 
purely a Crown Colony, it ia governe 
by a Governor, appointed by the Quetn, 
and by an Exesutive aud a Legisla- 
live Gouncil, The former is cumpused 
wholly of Ufficurs of the Crown, numionted 
aud appuinted by the Crown; the latter 
cunsists of seven official members, selected 
und appuinted by the Queen, aiid five wa- 
oificial memburs, lwo of whom are *nomin-~ 
uted by certain public bodies in the culony, 
while the other three are selected by the 
Governor, atd all are appointed ‘by her 
Majost: The Executive Council sita and 
dehberates in secret, The Legislative 
Couneal aits with open doors, aud its pro- 
cedure appeare to admit of full and 
unfettered discussion, but it_is alleged 
there ia virtually no true freedom of ue- 
bate, Questions are considered and settled, 
and the policy t: be adopted by the Guv- 
ernment iv connection therewith ia decided 
in the Executive Ouuocil. ‘They are then 
brought before the Legislative Council, 
where the Goversment—the efficin] mem- 
bers being in a majority—cau secure the 
passing of any measure, in face of any op- 
position on the part of the unofficial mem~- 
bers, who are thus limited to objecting 
and ptotesting—and this mopatly in vain, 
for members who have bat abort experience

ly, and as tho sandbags caught fire the 
magazine man came tumbling out like 6 
harlequin in a pantomime. Before anyone 
elss moved, Peal was on the magazine pull 
ing down the burning mass of bags, and 
waa immediately joined by his compsnion. 
‘Captain Wokseley’ is the present Hield- 
Marshal Lord Wolseley. Lt is poculiarly 
aad to think that that aplendid officer, Sir 
William Peol, ot this time o young man o! 
thirty, only survived these acenes by about 
four years. The brave leader of the Naval 
Brigade, at the periud of tho Indian 
Mutiny, died at Cawnpore of that terrible 
disesso confluent amallpox, on the 27th of 
April, 1858, —L, Daily News, .
